' A committee  of  the  faculty  spent  ten  months  during 
1957  in  careful  review  of  Pine  Manor’s  academic  program, 
and  a new  curriculum  resulted.  At  that  time  it  was  agreed 
we  would  concentrate  on  a single  aim  — to  provide  two 
excellent  years  of  general  liberal  arts  study.  All  energies 
have  been  devoted  to  this  one  end.  Pine  Manor  offers  no 
specialized  majors  and  no  courses  in  secretarial  training, 
home  economics,  or  the  like.  Now,  five  years  later,  it  is 
time  to  evaluate  the  results.  The  Faculty  Committee  on 
Educational  Affairs  is  now  engaged  in  a formal  analysis,  but 
some  happy  conclusions  are  quite  apparent  without  deep 
research. 

One  of  the  major  ways  of  measuring  the  success  of  this 
program  is  to  determine  the  number  of  students  wishing  to 
continue  in  further  study  and  readily  accepted  on  other 
campuses  as  transfer  upperclassmen.  As  you  well  know, 
Pine  Manor  alumnae  have  been  very  successful  in  trans- 
ferring to  other  colleges  for  many  years.  Nearly  62% 
went  on  as  upperclassmen  to  senior  colleges  and  univer- 
sities to  continue  work  toward  bachelors’  degrees  from  1950 
through  1959,  a very  high  proportion  for  a junior  college. 
However,  the  current  program  has  greatly  increased  this 
percentage.  82%  of  the  students  graduating  this  past  June 
were  accepted  at  senior  colleges  and  universities,  and  76% 
of  the  class  of  1962  have  already  enrolled  for  continuing 
programs  of  degree  study.  Another  7V2%  are  entering  spe- 
cialized study,  4%  combine  work  and  study,  and  5%  are  en- 
rolled in  non-degree  courses  overseas.  This  means  that  93% 
of  last  June’s  seniors  are  continuing  in  advanced  study.  Dur- 
ing the  next  year  or  two,  others  whose  programs  have  been 
temporarily  interrupted  by  illness,  marriage,  or  other  inter- 
ference, will  resume  their  studies,  thus  increasing  this  per- 
centage even  further. 

Pine  Manor’s  two-year  program  of  basic  study  in  the  hu- 
manities and  sciences  provides  a good  introduction  to  spe- 
cialized upper-class  study  and  helps  each  student  to  choose 
her  life’s  work  wisely.  Many  other  educators  concur  in  our 


conviction  that  this  approach  is  essential.  As  Dr.  Julius  A. 
Stratton,  President  of  M.  I.  T.  and  one  of  Pine  Manor’s 
trustees,  recently  said,  in  part — “We  must  find  ways  of 
dealing  with  the  unprecedented  outpouring  of  new  knowl- 
edge, the  emergence  from  year  to  year  of  whole  new  fields 
of  learning,  and  the  breakdown  of  barriers  that  have  long 
marked  off  the  traditional  disciplines.  Consequently,  the 
focus  of  undergraduate  education  bears  increasingly  upon 
basic  principles  and  methods.”  Intellectual  curiosity  grows 
when  challenged  in  this  way,  and  young  people  so  exposed 
find  life  more  exciting  and  worthwhile. 

The  Faculty  Committee  on  Educational  Affairs,  in  its 
coming  study,  undoubtedly  will  discover  some  areas  of  new 
intellectual  stimulation,  some  new  approaches  to  the  prob- 
lems of  teaching,  some  new  ways  of  doing  the  basic  job 
better.  Dr.  Stratton  continued  . . . “we  are  constantly 
striving  to  discover  and  develop  better  ways  to  teach.  We 
seek  in  essence  to  impart  to  each  student  a command  of 
some  lasting  fundamentals;  to  give  him  the  power  that 
comes  from  an  organized  training  on  how  to  attack  new  and 
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difficult  problems;  and  to  arm  him  with  the  moral  stamina 
and  intellectual  self-reliance  that  will  he  his  ultimate  re- 
source in  a changing  world.”  Dr.  Stratton  supports  well  the 
logic  we  followed  in  developing  the  present  program.  We 
feel  its  strengths  are  now  apparent,  and  one  thing  is  certain 
— Pine  Manor  will  stick  to  its  unique  job.  It  will  continue 
to  devote  itself  exclusively  to  providing  tv\'o  stimulating 
years  of  general  liberal  arts  study  as  a solid  foundation  for 
the  comple.xities  of  later  specialization. 

A new  charter,  which  establishes  Pine  Manor  junior 
College  as  a separate  and  independent  corporation,  was 
signed  on  June  27,  1962  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Com- 
monw'ealth  and  presented  to  our  Chairman  by  the  Gov- 
ernor. The  Internal  Revenue  Service  subsequently  granted 
tax-exempt  status  for  gifts  to  our  college  as  a separate 
entity.  The  architects’  plans  for  renovation  of  old  build- 
ings and  the  construction  of  two  new  dormitories  have  been 
generally  approved  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  plans  for 
the  new  refectory  are  well  under  way.  The  report  of  the 
fund-raising  firm  of  Kersting,  Browm  has  been  accepted  and 
we  are  proceeding  with  preliminaries  of  a capital  fund  pro- 
gram. 

You  will  read  elsewhere  of  Dr.  Sommer’s  election  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees.  Dr.  Martin  H.  Sommer  has  long  been 
deeply  interested  in  Pine  Manor  Junior  College.  His  daugh- 
ter, Helene,  was  a member  of  the  class  of  1960.  For  two 
years  he  has  served  as  chairman  of  the  Friends  Fund  which 
has  proved  so  very  valuable  to  the  college.  It  is  a great 
pleasure  to  welcome  him  to  the  Board. 

Anne  H.  Leavitt,  of  the  class  of  1942,  joined  the  Pine 
Manor  administration  late  in  1956  as  director  of  alumnae 
relations.  She  has  now  been  offered  an  opportunity  to  be- 
come a member  of  the  staff  of  the  Harvard  Medical  School, 
and  we  shall  watch  her  progress  with  much  interest  as  she 
takes  on  exciting  new  duties.  All  of  us  are  grateful  to  her 
for  a fine  job  here  at  her  own  alma  mater.  Mrs.  Robert  M. 
Henkels  (Wellesley  College  ’34)  has  taken  up  her  new 
position  of  director  of  alumnae  relations  with  much  interest 
and  enthusiasm,  as  I am  sure  many  of  you  already  know. 
We  are  very  pleased  to  have  her  on  the  Pine  Manor  staff. 

An  interesting  group  of  freshmen  entered  the  college  on 
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September  13.  TTie  total  resident  enrollment  this  fall  par- 
allels that  of  a year  ago — 301.  Texas  and  California  were 
numbered  among  tbe  top  five  states  in  freshman  representa- 
tion. There  are  few  colleges  drawing  students  from  such  a 
wide  area,  and  this  mixing  of  backgrounds  adds  much  to  the 
individual  student’s  college  experience. 

Our  kind  of  college  is  strong  in  direct  proportion  to  the 
calibre  of  the  faculty.  The  trustees  have  voted  to  increase 
the  tuition  for  resident  students  by  $225  in  the  fall  of  1963, 
primarily  to  permit  further  increases  in  teaching  salaries. 
This  will  permit  us  to  hold  the  able  people  we  now  have, 
and  to  attract  further  fine  teachers  to  the  staff. 

Mothers  gathered  on  the  campus  on  Sunday  and  Monday, 
November  4 and  5,  to  visit  their  daughters  and  to  see  the 
college  at  work.  There  is  something  very  exciting  about 
watching  one’s  daughter  successfully  situated  in  a new  en- 
vironment. One  hundred  and  fifteen  mothers  came,  some 
from  Texas,  Hawaii,  Mexico  and  other  great  distances,  and 
apparently  enjoyed  the  affair,  as  did  we. 

Both  the  old  campus  and  the  new  looked  very  beautiful 
this  fall.  There  are  seven  couples  living  in  buildings  on  the 
Chestnut  Hill  campus;  they  report  that  its  quiet  charm  is 
very  much  to  their  taste.  Baldwin  was  reopened  as  a student 
house  this  fall,  bringing  to  nineteen  the  student  residences. 

There  are  myriad  visitors  these  days.  Many  are  applicants 
and  their  parents,  but  the  number  of  alumnae  coming  back 
to  see  what  we  are  doing  increases  each  year.  Parent  or 
alumna,  if  you  are  in  the  vicinity,  we  invite  you  to  stop  in 
to  see  the  new  plans,  and  to  talk  with  us  about  them.  You 
and  your  friends  will  always  be  particularly  welcome. 
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The  following  is  a statement  by  Ernest  J. 
Kump  of  Kump  Associates  of  New  York 
and  Palo  Alto,  architects  for  Pine  Manor’s 
new  campus  in  Chestnut  Hill.  From  arti- 
cles in  previous  Bulletins  you  know  much 
of  his  background  and  of  his  award-win- 
ning projects  here  and  abroad.  His  asso- 
ciation with  Pine  Manor  is  a strong  one  — 
his  daughter,  Mondi  Kump  Bridges  is  an 
alumna,  and  her  husband  teaches  at  Pine 
Manor.

THE  NEW 

Th  e new  77-acic  campus  in  Chestnut  1 till  consists  of  a 
number  of  stoutlv  built  structures  of  very  strono  character 
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carefully  worked  into  a well-designed  and  well  land 
scaped  setting  of  great  beauty.  In  the  st\le  of  the  late 
English  romantic  period,  the  naturally  hilK  and  yerdant 
land,  with  significant  features  such  as  rock  out  croppings 
and  ponds,  has  been  manipulated  and  wedded  to  the 
structures  with  great  skill.  There  are  no  classically  organ- 
ized formal  spaces;  instead,  the  buildings  are  blended 
with  the  landscape  in  a picturesqe  and  informal  manner. 
The  entrance  to  the  complex,  which  becomes  the  main 
road  through  it,  is,  in  a sense,  a spine  to  which  the  major 
structures  relate.  It  is  the  foremost  feature,  about  vyhich 
the  design  of  the  site  reyobes.  The  ultimate  design  will 
reflect  a serene,  residential  character,  sympathetic  with 
the  surrounding  neighborhood  and  in  keeping  with  the 
deep-rooted  architectural  traditions  of  the  New  England 
region. 

The  architectural  challenge  of  the  new  campus  encom 
passed  the  use  and  integration  of  new'  buildings  with 
existing  buildings  of  a strong  architectural  character 
w'ithin  a beautiful  landscaped  setting,  whose  superb  en- 
yironment  had  to  be  preser\’cd  intact  as  far  as  possible. 

It  goes  without  saying  that  the  new  campus  must  func- 
tion efficiently,  but  more  than  this,  vyhat  is  created  in 
new  buildings  and  grounds  has  to  haye  a sympathy  and 
easy  rapport  with  the  dominant  character  of  the  present 
enyironment.  It  also  must  reflect  the  background,  tra- 
ditions  and  character  of  the  College  itself,  not  as  an  ex- 
pression  of  a shiny  new  college  starting  over  on  a new 
site,  but  as  an  expression  of  the  uninterrupted  continuity

of  the  traditions  of  Pine  Manor.  The  design  wall  inte- 
grate Fine  Manor’s  academic  spirit,  its  liberal  arts  pro- 
gram, with  its  traditions  of  small  houses,  bicycle  walks, 
language  houses,  etc.  In  short,  the  new'  campus,  when 
completed,  must  appear  as  if  it  always  existed  on  the 
new  site  and  gi\e  the  effect  that  its  architectural  ex- 
pression  is  a natural  outgrowth  of  the  roots  and  traditions 
of  New  England.  In  my  opinion,  this  objectiye  is  being 
successfully  achieyed. 

The  great  climactic  area  opening  up  in  front  of  the 
main  residence  has  been  kept  free  of  any  new  structures 
that  would  detract  from  its  dominant  expression.  The 
main  house,  coach  house,  garage  and  barn,  gi\'e  a real 
aesthetic  anchor  to  the  traditions  and  feeling  of  conti 
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nuity  with  the  past.  In  preserving  this,  the  new  library 
and  arts  building  is  located  on  a beautiful  promontory  to 
the  rear  of  the  main  residence  overlooking  a large  pond, 
and  the  refectory,  which  is  the  social  point  of  the  campus, 
is  located  opposite  the  main  residence  and  on  axis  with  it, 
providing  a pleasant  view'  of  this  structure  from  the 
central  space  of  the  campus,  yet  secluded  slightly  behind 
a grove  of  trees. 

Student  residences  are  grouped  in  an  area  west  of  the 
barn,  which  has  the  least  amount  of  developed  land- 
scaping and  lends  itself  to  ease  and  economy  of  construc- 
tion for  the  largest  group  of  buildings  contemplated  for 
the  campus. 

In  adapting  these  buildings  for  college  use,  the  main 
residence  will  accommodate  the  administration,  infirmarx 
and  faculty  housing.  The  refectory  is  located  between 
the  classroom  areas  and  the  student  residential  housing. 
This  important  central  facility  between  the  academic  and 
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housing  groups  provides  a very  convenient  location  in 
the  campus  and  on  the  most  active  route  of  circulation 
for  all  students.  By  placing  the  library  and  arts  group 
eventuallv  with  the  administration  building,  student  ex- 
perience will  be  stimulated  in  all  areas  of  the  site. 

The  auditorium  and  gymnasium  w'ill  be  kx:ated  to 
provide  ease  of  access.  A peripheral  road  will  service  all 
of  the  buildings.  Each  new  unit  will  have  a command- 
ing view  in  all  directions  and  a natural  physical  relation- 
ship with  the  land’s  contours  and  rock  outcroppings  on 
the  site. 

A detailed  study  revealed  how  well  these  buildings 
would  lend  themselves  for  the  administrative,  academic 
and  arts  uses  of  the  college  in  the  initial  stage  of  the  plan. 
The  main  residential  building,  with  minor  alterations, 
accommodates  the  entry,  reception  hall,  office  of  the  presi- 
dent, director  of  admissions,  business  manager,  counsel- 
ing, and,  in  addition,  a magnificent  wiusic  room  for  con- 
certs, teas  and  receptions.  The  second  floor  will  accom- 
modate the  dean’s  offices,  the  director  of  development, 
public  relations,  an  alumnae  meeting  room  and  infirmary. 
The  third  floor  provides  spacious  accommodations  for 
faculty  housing. 

The  coach  house,  a charming  building  at  the  north 
end  of  the  site,  will  be  converted  for  use  as  a librarv, 
reading  room,  stacks,  friends  room,  an  office  on  the  first 
floor  and  an  Art  Studio  and  office  on  the  second  floor. 

The  garage  building  will  house  a language  laboratory, 
classrooms,  seminar  rooms,  an  audio-yisual  lecture  room, 
biology  laboratory,  physics  and  chemistry  laboratories  and 
science  classrooms. 

The  picturesque  barn  is  being  adapted  to  proyide  for 
an  outstanding  music  complex  to  accommodate  a choir 


studio,  practice  rooms,  speech  rooms,  music  offices,  a 
piano  studio  and  lecture  hall. 

With  minor  alterations,  the  exteriors  of  these  four 
buildings  will  be  kept  intact.  The  largest  inyestment  will 
be  in  completely  renoyating  the  electrical  wirii-^g  systems 
and  plumbing  and  heating  facilities,  which  are  obsolete 
and  do  not  meet  the  present  building  codes  and  in  fire- 
proofing them.  The  conversion  of  these  buildings  will 
save  the  college  a considerable  amount  of  capital  invest- 
ment over  what  it  w'ould  cost  to  duplicate  them  with  the 
unique  appeal  of  fine  architecture  already  there. 

The  most  important  architectural  design  problem  for 
the  project  was  the  design  of  the  new  residential  housing 
units.  The  Board  of  Trustees,  the  administration  and  the 
architects  concluded  that  these  units  should  express  a 
residential  scale  and  individual  personality  in  keeping 
with  the  traditions  of  Pine  Manor  Junior  College.  It  will 
not  be  a large  institutional  type  of  dormitory  building 
with  a “cells  in  blockhouse”  look.  The  housing  accom- 
modations have,  instead,  been  planned  in  groups  of 
thirty  students  in  a cluster  of  one  hundered  and  fifty. 

Each  residential  quad  is  composed  of  five  individual 
houses  with  fifteen  students  on  each  floor,  each  house 
being  a separate  entity  with  a separate  entrance  and 
lounge.  The  group  of  five  houses  are  related  around  a 
court  space  unified  by  a central  lounge  building  providing 
a control  center  for  the  entire  group.  One  residential 
unit  will  be  a Erench  house,  with  additional  lounge  and 
meeting  space,  and  there  w’ill  be  a similar  one  for  stu- 
dents studying  Spanish.  In  each  residential  quad  there 
will  be  accommodations  for  a counselor  and  administra- 
tive assistant. 

The  housing  quads  are  planned  to  require  a single  con- 
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five  house  units  at  night.  In  the  design  concept  of  this 
basic  housing  group,  it  was  the  intent  to  create  the  at- 
mosphere of  a village  facing  on  a commons  relating  the 
entire  entity.  A quad  of  this  tvpe  has  the  effect  of  a 
residential  village  of  individual  units  grouped  together 
and  reflecting  a very  human  and  intimate  scale. 

It  is  our  intent  to  create  not  only  a residential  character 
for  the  exterior  of  the  buildings  but  also  for  the  interior, 
and  we  believe  the  planning  of  these  units  will  be  unique 
in  college  residential  design.  This  will  be  achieved  bv 
creating  half  double  rooms  and  half  single  rooms  in  each 
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unit,  with  the  bathing  and  toilet  facilities  divided  into 
small  units  relating  intimately  to  the  entrances  of  each 
room,  while  at  the  same  time  being  accessible  to  the  cor- 
ridors.  The  exact  opposite  of  a long  corridor  with  cell- 
like rooms  on  each  side! 

Each  student  room  has  studio-type  beds  that  can  be 
used  for  living  as  well  as  sleeping  purposes.  There  will 
be  individual  closet  space,  drawers  and  study  desks.  An- 
other feature  of  the  residential  unit  is  the  use  of  bay 
windows  forming  window  seats  to  increase  the  useful 
space  of  each  room  and  to  add  to  its  residential  character. 

In  each  of  the  thirty-student  house  units  there  is  a 
small  lounge  for  meeting  of  guests  and  social  purposes, 
with  a balcony  on  the  second  floor  also  for  lounge  pur- 
poses, where  students  can  continue  uninterrupted  study 
in  informal  clothes  ev^en  when  there  are  guests  below. 
Adequate  storage  for  trunks  and  suitcases  and  other 
items  is  proyided  in  the  attic. 

One  of  the  foremost  proyisions  taken  into  account  in 
the  design  of  the  residential  units  was  the  safety  of  the 
students.  The  buildings  are  constructed  entirely  of  fire- 
proof materials,  with  brick  exterior  walls,  concrete  floors, 
and  roof  and  concrete  block  partitions  to  insure  the  ut- 
most in  safety.

Considerable  thought  was  given  to  the  architectural 
style,  proportion  scale  and  materials  to  be  used  in  the 
design  of  all  of  the  new  buildings.  To  achieve  unity  and 
relate  the  architecture  to  existing  buildings  and  traditions 
of  the  region,  a very  simple  palette  of  materials  was  se- 
lected. The  exterior  walls  are  composed  of  red  bricks, 
the  roofs  to  be  constructed  of  slate,  windows  of  wood, 
and  gutters  and  trim  of  copper.  This,  together  with  the 
use  of  chimneys  for  heating  and  venting  flues,  helps  de- 
velop an  appropriate  silhouette.  In  all  aspects  of  our 
planning  care  has  been  given  to  achieving  an  expression 
of  regional  residential  scale  and  proportion  so  that  the  re- 
sultant style  will  be  characteristic  of  the  New  England 
area.  These  materials,  in  addition  to  their  sympathy  of 
architectural  expression  with  the  region,  will  result  in 
low  maintenance  costs  and  the  ultimate  in  fire  protection. 

An  interesting  problem  has  been  the  design  of  the  main 
dining  hall  of  the  refectory  to  accommodate  all  of  the  stu- 
dents at  one  sitting.  In  keeping  with  the  residential 
quads,  it  was  desired  to  preclude  a large  institutional  look 
to  the  dining  room  and  to  try  to  create  a feeling  of  inti- 
macy and  grouping  of  dining  spaces  which  would  have  a 
human  scale.  The  main  dining  area  sub-divides  into 
small  areas  for  group  dining  within  the  overall  larger 
area.  Separate  dining  rooms  for  French  groups,  Spanish 
groups  and  Faculty  are  created  by  the  use  of  folding 
partitions.  Such  an  arrangement  provides  flexibility  and 
these  rooms  can  be  opened  up  for  large  functions  and 
social  occasions,  as  desired. 

I am  sure  that  the  realization  of  the  new  Pine  Manor 
Junior  College  campus  will  be  a continued  source  of 
pride  to  its  faculty,  students  and  alumnae,  and  that  the 
end  result  will  capture  the  spirit  of  Pine  Manor  and  per- 
mit it  to  flourish  in  a new  environment  which  will  re- 
flect the  best  principles  and  ideals  of  higher  education.

Much  has  hecn  said  about  the  increased  competition 
for  admission  to  college.  The  average  alumna  who  grad- 
uated ten  or  more  years  ago  feels  that  she  would  certainly 
be  rejected  if  applying  for  admission  today.  True,  com- 
petition for  admission  is  rising.  So  are  the  median  Col- 
lege Board  scores  of  most  college  freshman  classes.  I low- 
ever,  the  best  answer  to  the  “Would  I make  it?”  question 
I’ve  heard  is  “Probahlv  yes.  Given  the  pressures,  cur- 
riculum and  over-all  competition  that  the  secondary 
school  student  is  getting  today,  you,  too,  would  work 
harder  and  would  make  it.” 

What  of  this  better  preparation  among  students  en- 
tering college?  Is  it  manifest  at  Pine  Manor  and,  if  so,  is 
the  college  changing  because  of  it? 

On  the  question,  “What  new  element  in  American 
education  has  most  affected  the  secondary  school  cur- 
riculum?” educators  who  were  polled  chose  The  Ad- 
vanced Placement  Program  above  other  factors  (which 
included  the  various  reports  by  James  Conant.)  This  was 
announced  at  the  most  recent  annual  meeting  of  the 
College  Entrance  Examination  Board,  of  which  Pine 
Manor  is  now  a member.  Advanced  Placement  is  the 
procedure  by  which  above-average  secondary  school  stu- 
dents are  allowed  to  take  college  level  courses  in  their 
schools  for  consideration  for  college  credit  at  the  time  of 
college  matriculation.  As  a result  the  curricular  gap  be- 
tween school  and  college  has  become  narrower.  This 
change  has  had  reverberations  throughout  all  levels  of 
secondary  school  education  and  has  made  the  average  and 
above-average  secondary  school  students  generally  better 
prepared  than  their  counterparts  of  previous  years. 

Cameron  Thompson,  acting  head  of  the  English  de- 
partment at  Pine  Manor,  has  noticed  the  change.  “It  is 
obvious  that  the  secondary  schools  are  jacking  up  their 
work  — Advanced  Placement  is  a good  example  — pos- 
sibly in  response  to  Conant’s  report.  As  a result,  we  are 
making  an  experiment  in  freshman  English.  Whereas  in 
previous  years  the  instructors  have  followed  a definite 
format  in  the  course,  during  the  second  semester  they 
will  now  be  more  on  their  own  to  see  if  the  averaoe  col- 
lege  student  is  capable  of  more  intensive  work.”  It  is 
interesting  to  note  that  Mr.  Thompson’s  reference  to 
Advanced  Placement  was  made  prior  to  the  dramatic  an- 
nouncement of  its  significance  bv  the  College  Board.  It 
is  also  reassuring  that  Pine  Manor  is  being  cautious  be- 
fore jumping  completely  on  the  Advanced  Placement 


bandwagon.  Of  six  courses  and  examinations  submitted 

O 

during  the  last  two  years  for  advanced  credit,  only  one 
has  been  accepted.  The  college  is  presently  surveying 
institutions  to  which  many  of  our  students  transfer  to  see 
what  effect,  if  any.  Pine  Manor’s  acceptance  of  Ad- 
vanced Placement  courses  might  have  on  transfer  of 
credits.  The  assets  would  seem  to  outweigh  any  possible 
mechanical  liabilities,  however.  A Pine  Manor  graduate, 
now  in  her  senior  year  at  Vassar,  was  exempted  from 
freshman  English  in  her  first  year  at  Pine  Manor  as  a 
result  of  an  Advanced  Placement  course  in  secondary 
school.  By  taking  an  English  literature  course  instead, 
she  was  allowed  to  satisfy  two  Pine  Manor  curricular 
graduation  requirements  in  one.  Thus,  she  was  able  to 
avail  herself  of  even  more  of  the  elective  offerings  while 
still  satisfying  one  of  the  “common  core”  subject  require- 
ments. 

The  academic  discipline  which  has  received  the  most 
attention  in  this  re-examination,  particularly  in  terms  of 
federal  support,  has  been  science.  Dr.  Madeleine  Craw- 
ford, head  of  the  science  department,  says  that  since 
Sputnik,  not  only  is  the  teaching  of  secondary  school 
science  better,  but  that  more  of  our  entering  students 
have  had  two  science  courses.  “To  adjust  to  this,  we 
have  completely  revised  and  added  to  our  mathematics 
courses;  we  have  reviewed  our  approach  in  the  other 
sciences  and  have  ‘modernized’  them.  A course  has  also 
been  introduced  in  response  to  student  requests.” 

On  paper  the  student  body  has  changed  considerably 
of  late.  That  imperfect  status  symbol,  the  Scholastic 
Aptitude  Test  median  score,  attests  to  this  fact.  Between 
the  opening  days  of  1958  and  1961,  for  instance,  the 
median  verbal  and  math  scores  rose  54  and  49  points, 
respectively.  Robert  Hurley,  who  has  taught  English  at 
the  college  for  almost  this  period  of  time,  has  noticed  a 
change  since  he  came.  “You  feel  to  a greater  extent  now 
the  subtle  pressure  of  the  good  student  who  won’t  accept 
mediocrity.  Generally,  students  are  much  better  read, 
particularly  in  modern  literature,  and  they  are  reading 
more  intelligently.  Ninety  per  cent  of  one  of  my  sections 
in  freshman  English  had  read  Aldous  I luxley’s  Brave 
New  World  before  coming  here.” 

Along  with  the  changes  in  preparation  and  relative 
ability,  there  have  been  some  perceptible  changes  in 
values,  motivations  and  attitudes.  Today’s  Pine  Manor 
student  came  into  the  world  as  World  War  II  went  out. 
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In  her  litetime,  ho\vc\'cr,  she  seems  to  have  grown  ac- 
customed to  the  Cold  W'ar  and  the  atom  bomb.  Wit- 
nessing the  Berlin  blockade,  Korea,  I lungarv,  Lebanon, 
Berlin  again  and  Cuba  has  made  her  a pretty  realistic 
person.  Dean  Eleanor  C.  Romig  is  rather  proud  of  the 
students’  adjustments  to  these  conditions.  “The  present 
student  attitude  seems  to  be  more  open-minded  and  real- 
istic. The  facts  of  constant  change  and  readjustment  are 
calmly  accepted  and  lived  with;  this  may  be  resulting  in 
a new  student  attitude,  a searching,’  which,  though  not 
yet  related  to  anv  traditional  religious  concept,  is  a clear 
eved,  sincere,  and  intellectual  attempt  to  understand  the 
world  and  to  take  advantage  of  each  opportunitv  offered 
in  any  effort  to  ser\e  in  its  betterment.”  Dr.  John  Agnew, 
from  his  vantage  point  of  historian  as  well  as  Pine  Manor 
facLiltv  member,  agrees.  “These  kids  now  want  to  come  to 
grips  with  the  world.  Wffiereas  their  parents  grew  up  in 
isolation,  where  religion  could  more  readily  relate  to  the 
supernatural,  the  present  students  have  grown  up  with 
the  Cold  War.”  Fortunately,  church  attendance  in  WTl- 
lesley  and  student  participation  in  the  Religious  Interest 
Croup  are  as  noticeable  as  eyer,  perhaps  as  students  real- 
ize increasingly  the  need  for  spiritual  rcffection.  But  the 
world  situation,  if  anything,  has  sharpened  their  desire  to 
be  well  informed  and,  accordingly,  has  made  the  academic 
side  of  college  eyen  more  meaningful.  Says  Mr.  Hurley, 
“Ehere  definitely  is  an  awareness  of  the  seriousness  of 
their  liyes,  how  they  should  liye  them.” 

Probably  eycry  good  four-year  liberal  arts  college  to- 
day  notices  more  students  pursuing  graduate  study. 
I lappilv,  it  follows  that  our  own  good  two-year  liberal 
arts  college  has  more  graduates  transferring  to  the  junior 


year  of  four-year  colleges  and  universities.  In  previous 
Alumnae  Bulletins  this  trend  has  been  treated  in  detail. 
Indeed,  it  is  encouraging. 

One  of  the  greatest  assets  of  the  two-year  liberal  arts 
program  has  always  been  that  it  has  prot’ided  the  means 
by  which  a student  v\ho  is  not  sure  what  she  wishes  to 
do  afterwards  has  been  able  to  e.xpose  herself  to  the 
major  areas  of  human  knowledge  and  possibly  to  find 
in  one  of  them  a field  which  interests  her.  Given  two 
more  years  towards  maturity,  a sense  of  having  com- 
pleted one  phase  of  her  education  and  a knowledge  of 
another  step  awaiting  her,  she  has  been  able  to  lead  from 
strength  when  she  made  the  important  decision  as  to 
what  it  should  be. 

Today’s  Pine  Manor  student,  for  the  most  part, 
KNOWS  when  she  comes  that  she  will  want  to  con- 
tinue her  education  beyond  the  tu'o-year  program.  Ninety- 
three  per  cent  of  the  class  of  1962  that  graduated  last 
June  are  so  occupied.  Ninety  per  cent  of  those  who  en- 
tered this  September  definitely  plan  to  further  their 
studies.  Of  this  group,  howet'cr,  twenty-two  per  cent 
now  are  thinking  in  terms  ol  specialized  or  professional 
non-degree  education  afteiwards.  It  is  likely  that  among 
this  group  and  among  the  six  |K’r  cent  who  are  unde- 
cided there  will  be  cpiite  a lew  who  will  change  their 
minds  as  they  find  in  their  experiences  at  Pine  Manor 
incenti\es  lor  liirther  liberal  education.  This  increase  in 
transfers  will  more  than  offset  any  decrease  that  will  oc- 
cur from  marriage  or  changes  in  plan  among  the  present 
group  that  now  will  wish  to  transfer  two  \ears  from 
now',  and  probably  the  sewenty-six  per  cent  transfer  rate 
ol  this  year  will  then  be  repeated,  il  not  enlarged.  When 
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A Dean  Romhig  discussen  with 
President  Perry  the  “new  student 
attitude,"  “ a cleareyed,  sincere 
and  intellectual  attempt  to  under- 
stand the  world."

questioned  on  the  subject,  even  before  the  Hgures  on  the 
future  plans  of  the  present  freshmen  u^ere  compiled, 
Dean  Romig  and  Mr.  Thompson  had  noticed  the  change. 
“They’re  far  readier  for  college  than  they  have  been  in 
the  past,”  observed  Miss  Romig.  “They  come  with  the 
idea  of  getting  the  foundation  for  further  study.”  In 
agreeing,  Mr.  Thompson  noted  that  “they’re  more  aware 
of  the  pressure  about  entering  and  transferring.” 

Changes  in  attitudes  and  purpose  have  been  noticed 
outside  of  the  classroom  as  well,  sometimes  with  concern. 
Miss  Margaret  Gurney,  a Pine  Manor  alumna,  for  a 
number  of  years  a residence  head  at  the  college  and  now 
Residence  Supervisor,  feels  that  students  “are  certainly 
more  aware  of  where  they  are  going;  they’re  more  self- 
sufficient,  but  they  are  also  more  independent.  They 
really  don’t  like  authority,  they  don’t  feel  the  need  for  it, 
but  when  you’re  not  there  to  give  it  they  feel  you’ve  let 
them  down.”  A recent  student  letter  to  the  editor  of  The 
Pine  Manor  Netvs,  the  student  newspaper,  questions  the 
control  of  dress  to  classes  (slacks  and  Bermudas  have 
never  been  and  are  not  presently  allowed  in  classrooms) 
on  the  basis  of  inconvenience  and  its  symbol  of  forced 
propriety.  “If  a girl  chooses  this  college  on  the  basis  of 
how  the  students  look,  this  is  not  her  college,  for  Pine 
Manor  is  not  that  petty  and  materialistic;  its  objective  is 
higher  education.”  While  the  logic  behind  the  regula- 
tion which  is  being  criticized  is  sound,  it  is  signiheant  to 
note  that  the  Pine  Manor  student,  still  from  the  writer’s 
\’iewpoint  a pretty  well  groomed  young  woman,  rejects 
the  idea  of  being  told  what  to  wear  at  a certain  time. 
She  simply  figures  that  she  is  capable  of  making  the  de- 
cision herslef.  (She  has  won  her  point  — for  the  winter 
terms.  Ed.  Note) 


President  Ferry  pretty  well  sums  up  the  present  student 
body  when  he  states,  “This  college  has  something.  Fac- 
ulty and  students  smile  and  speak  on  campus.  Students 
don’t  gripe  but  see  proper  people  to  solve  problems.  They 
show  up  on  fields  and  courts  dressed  right. 

“Students  study  a great  deal,  and  the  library  reading 
rooms  show  it.  They  put  work  ahead  of  play  and  are 
serious  about  it,  expect  and  respect  the  excitement  of 
good  teaching.  The  faculty  is  a good  mix.  The  art 
studios  and  music  events  are  active  and  show  professional 
awareness,  yet  people  don’t  specialize  just  in  these  ap- 
plied fields.  In  labs,  in  lectures,  there  is  a ‘feel’  of  in- 
tellectual challenge. 

“There  is  little  fake  sophistication.  The  recent  senior 
show'  exhibited  good  taste,  reasonable  pride  in  class  effort, 
genuine  composite  enthusiasm,  but  no  beatnik  excesses.” 

The  work  IS  ahead  of  the  play,  but  fortunately  the 
students  recognize  the  traditional  side  of  Pine  Manor,  too. 
Christmas  Candlelightings  and  Class  Days  continue  to 
have  meaning  for  them,  and  singing  at  informal  all- 
college gatherings  remains  spontaneous  and  natural. 
Young  college  men  in  sports  cars  still  frequent  the 
campus.  These  things  appear,  however,  to  be  simply  nec- 
essary tonics  before  and  after  the  main  course  of  educa- 
tion. 

It  is  sobering  for  an  Admissions  Committee  as  it  re- 
minds itself  that  not  only  is  it  responsible  for  presenting 
capable  students  to  the  faculty  but  that  it  must  maintain 
the  over  all  health  of  the  college.  In  other  w'ords,  every 
extracurricular  area  should  see  a continuous  flow  of  new 
students  keeping  it  strong.  As  we  face  an  increasing 
number  of  applicants,  we  welcome  this  shift  in  student 
emphases,  but  w'ill  guard  against  being  carried  aw'ay  by  it.
